An all-out Axis thrust from the 
east pierced the heretofore impreg- 
nable perimeter of the British de- 
fenses at the port in three places 
yesterday, tearing open a wide 
gap, while the Italians shelled To- 
bruk from the south and west. 

A British attempt to counter- 
attack with armored columns from 
the south during the day failed 
when the British clashed with 
Field Marshal Gen. Erwin Rom- 
mel’s Twenty-first Panzer Division. 

No further details were available 
immediately on the last two days 
of terrific fighting. 

Tobruk’s fate was presaged by 
the heavy tank losses of June 13, 
when the British ran into a desert 
ambush.

MAKE NIGHT RAD. 
ON SOUTHANPTON 


Over France — Can- 
nonading Indicates Na- 
val Clash in Channel. 


LONDON, June 22 (AP).—Out of. 
the veil of heat haze which shroud- 
ed the English Channel] today were 
heard the distant thunder of guns 
and bombs from the direction of 
France and bursts of closer firing 
which, for the second time since 
last night, indicated a clash of 
surface craft at sea. 3 

Overhead, heard plainly although 
too high to be seen, a large force 
of Royal Air Force planes raced 
out over the channel in the direc 
tion of Dunkerque. 

Air activity continued at inter- 
vals throughout the day, inter- 
spersed with the distant explosions. 

Long bursts of firing were heard 


out at sea late in the morning, 
but the haze which limited visi- 
bility to three miles prevented 
watchers along the channel cliffs 
from seeing what craft were in 
action. 

Apparently tn retaliation for 
British raids Friday and Saturday 
nights on Emden, German planes 
last night bombed Southampton in 
a short but sharp attack. 

The raid was described as the 
heaviest on Britain in three weeks, 
but informed quarters said the 
number of planes which participat- 
ed was not large in comparison 
with the formations the R. A. F. 
has been sending against Germany. 

The Air Ministry said the Ger- 
mans dropped bombs at “several 
points in the southern counties.” 

Two German planes were report- 
ed shot down by anti-aircraft fire 
and two more were destroyed by 
R. A. F. fighters over their con- 
tinental bases. 

R. A. F. fighters also -strafed 
German airdromes in Northern 
France and the Low Countries and 
dDlasted at railway communications, 
the Air Ministry said. One Brit- 
ish bomber was reported lost dur- 
ing the night in the course of mine 
laying operations in enemy waters. 

Bad weather over the contin- 
ent, however, prevented the R. A. 
F. from following up its Friday 
and Saturday night attacks on Em- 
den with another .assault on Ger- 
man territory.

Front dispatches said that seven 
Axis divisions, about 100,000 men, 
already had been knocked out in 
the wild hand-to-hand fighting, the 
sustained artillery barrages and 
the ceaseless attacks and counter- 
attacks. 

In some places Russians were 
fighting with their forts surround- 
ed, even continuing battle from 
lower tiers when the Germans had 
occupied the upper stories of their 
fortifications. 

In fighting in the Ukraine it was 
reported that of 138 German tanks 
sent against one village, the Rus- 
sians destroyed 104.

Instead, ‘Tobruk surrenders less than 24 hours 
after the beginning of the attack. German forces 
sweep on to Bardia, and prepare to press into Egypt, 
toward the Suez Canal and the coveted oil of the 
Middle East. The British, it is clear, tragically 
under-estimated both Gen. Rommel'’s resourcefulness 
and the weapons at his command. e 
It seems to be a great Nazi victory growing out 
of small margins of Nazi superiority; another case 
of “For the want of a nail the shoe was lost...” 
The M-3 medium tank, American-made standby of 
the British, was armed with a 75-mm. cannon, while 
the Germans proved to have an 88-mm. gun. The 
British claimed superior air power, but the Germans 
used dive-bombers, which their opponents lacked. 
The British artillery was slightly inferior to the 
German. The British were less well prepared than 
the enemy to repair tanks damaged in battle, and 
now, of course, have lost great quantities of tanks 
and other equipment. — : —

theater has been dogged by an inferiority in 
mechanical design. We are now probably keep- 
ing pace with the enemy's progress in that re- 
gard, but obviously that is not enough.

Obviously, it is now or never for the Axis. Gen. 
Rommel’s burst of all-out action has its counterpart 
at Sevastopol, which may be viewed as the Northern 
flank of a great two-headed Axis drive aimed at the 
vital oil supplies of the Near East. As they observed 
the first anniversary of the Nazi attack, the Russians 
had a magnificent record behind them, but the 
crucial test still lies ahead. It may be near at hand. 
If the Germans get into the Caucasus, it will mean 
a greatly prolonged war, with the Allies at a dis- 
advantage despite their superior production capacity. 
The Japs, after their disasters in the Coral Sea 
and at Midway, also realize that they must hit hard 
and work fast. So their move against the Aleutians 
is made in considerable force, and the American task 
of driving them out turns out to be much greater 
than it appeared in the recent communiques depict- 
ing little more than mopping-up operations. 

While Allied production is nearing its peak, Allied 
transportation is still far from its goal. Time is 
working against the enemy, but the enemy is not 
going to wait; the Nazis and Japs are seizing time 
by the forelock and pressing ruthlessly on. 

The long-run advantage is ours; the immediate 
advantage is still theirs. While our enemies in this 
global war still hold the initiative and a tremendous 
striking power, there is no place for rosy optimism 
on the United Nations side of the battle lines.

The Mirror 


XIS prose is a weapon, like a mine- 
thrower; or a drug, like chloroform. It 
is to be appraised not by its beauty, but’ 
by its efficiency. If it does its job, it is good 
of its kind. And we must admit that, so 
far, it usually has done its job. 
Of course, the aim of all rhetoric is per- 
suasion. But most modern and all classical 
rhetoric aims to inform as well, and Axis 
prose certainly does not. Its aim is to per- 
suade through production of three feelings. 
The first is solidarity with the group. The 
bigger the group, the solider it is, the safer 
you feel; but you must be induced to feel 
that you belong to it wholly and absolutely 
and that your own individuality is nothing. 
For instanée, this feeling can be prodnced 
by free use of the mystical number. One of 
Hitler’s favorite utterances used to be: “A 
nation of 80,000,000 people cannot tolerate 
such conditions forever!” This sounds far 
more impressive and objective than “The 
present German Government-is preparing 
to declare war unless it gets what it wants.” 
In fact, it sounds 80,000,000 times more im- 
pressive. If a nation contains 80,000,000 
people, it is automatically better than a 
nation that contains 45,000,000 people. 

* * * 
Aspiration through the revolutionary pres- 
ent to the glorious future is the second aim 
of ‘Axis prose. Every Italian book published 
last year was dated 1941 XIX. The first 
era, you see, began with Jesus Christ; the 
second—newer and therefore better—began 
with Benito Amilcare Mussolini; 
For this end, even the most ordinary ob-. 
jects are renamed. Instead of calling a 
regiment the 101st Infantry, you call it The 
Wolves of Tuscany, or The Terribles. The 
‘German expeditionary squadron which was 
sent to Spain, and there added Guernica 
to its laurels, was named The Condor Legion, 
after the largest and greediest of vultures. 
Sometimes this produces quite a valuable 
stylistic innovation. The word “axis” is far 
superior to old cliches like “concert” and 
“entente cordiale”; notice that it is a meta- 
phor drawn not from the world of music 
or of understanding, but from that of ma- 
chinery, or perhaps astronomy, = =_— 
And there is much to be said for Lebens- 
raum, though it is now discarded, It was a 
subtle blend of the idea of a minimum (“just 
enough room for the poor .Germans to ex- 
ist in”) with that of a Faustian infinite 
(“free space for the Germanic soul to ex- 


If a new name cannot be found, an im- 
pressive adjective is tacked on to the noun 
which needs ennobling, Ignazio Silone re-

At any difficult point, the ‘Axis 
orator begins to talk in sentences which 
are long and loud. After the first 30 words, 
the audience follows him with approval, but 
without understanding. | 

Another and more beautiful type of mys- 
tical logic is to describe black very loudly 
and emphatically as the purest and most 
unmistakable white; or else, even more bold- 
ly, to explain that it is not green, absolute- 
ly and finally ungreen, with no trace of 
verdure about it, but simply the noblest and 
most world-historical white. 
| Hitler scarcely ever makes a point by 
reasoned argument, Instead, he states his 
case loudly; then states it again; then re- 
solves it through one of the emotional out- 
lets which he knows so well how to com- 
mand—abuse oe pathos, tareat or derision. 


‘These, then, are the three feelings which 
Axis prose is designed to produce: solidar- 
ity, aspiration and mystification. They cor- 
respond neatly to the Fascist motto which 
one sees on every blank wall in Italy: “BE- 
LIEVE! OBEY! FIGHT!” Believing with- 
out understanding is mystification. Sub- 
ordination of oneself to the group (and its 
leader) is obedience, The future is to be 
won by fighting. Believe. Obey. Fight. ’ 

Of course, it is over-simplification to dis- 
tinguish, the three aims so sharply as I have 
done here for the purpose of analysis. In 
fact, one of Hitler’s greatest qualities as an 
orator ig that he makes it impossible for 
his audience to reflect, “Now he is trying 
to make me think this . . . Now he is push- 
ing me towards that...” All his themes 
are interwoven with such supreme skill that 
only cool and painstaking analysis can dis 
entangle true from false, sense from non- 
sense, fact from feeling.

INCE last December, the Missouri olé 

age assistance rolls have been going 
down at the rate of 200 to 300 a month. 
The drop isn’t very impressive when you 
consider that the all-time peak stood around 
1°7,000. 

The fact is, most of the reduction comes 
from a falling off of eligible new applicants 
for pensions. There has been no general 
recheck to see how many of the present 
pensioners still need the assistance. 

When the war has cut the need of per 
ons who might otherwise claim assistance, 
ou may wonder what it has done to the 
need of thousands of persons who are still 

getting their assistance checks every 
onth, 

The State social security offices find 
that many persons over 65 are now em- 
joyed and in no need of help. Others 
an be supported by members of their fam- 
les who:.are now well paid defense 

orkers. 

If a new applicant is not entitled to 
sistance, the facts are brought out in the 
riginal investigation by a case worker. But 
nce a person is placed on the rolls, he may 
e free from another investigation for 4 
rear. He may get a good job, or family 
ircumstances may change. But not his 
ension, unless the social security office 
ears about it. 
The Social Security Department is Te 
uired to recheck all old-age assistance 
ople once a year. It will look into any 

e when changed circumstances are 
rought to its attention; but it takes a year, 
ormally, to get around to everybody in & 

utine re-investigation.

The Battle of Midway extended 
from June 3 to June 6, inclusive, 
but the day which decided the 
outcome was Thursday, June 4, 
when major Japanese forces were 
put to flight. .

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
PACIFIC FLEET, June 4 (de- 
layed) (AP).—Talk was. quiet at 
breakfast—it looked like there was 
a big day ahead. 

We knew that.the Japanese had 
bombed Dutch Harbor yesterday 
in what might have been a feint 
to draw our forces north.

The scene they were witnessing 
was the grand finale of a three-day 
battle which wrought destruction 
or damage to a large part of the 
attacking Japanese force and ap- 
parently wiped out its sea-borne 
air power.

It is to be feared that the fate of 
this contract, in the hands of most 
declarers, would rest solely on a 
guess, successful or otherwise, for 
the trump queen,
